Since I was old enough to have any} 
fixed purpose in life I have had as 
my motto, “I will do the things I can 
do—the best of the things that need 
d the most.” I wanted to make 

iy own way through college, al-~ 
though my father told me that he 
would help me. He has one of the 
best farms in our part of the gtate, 
aud has mary of the luxurtes which 
do not go with farming, among which 
are the rural telephone. I would ac- 
cept no help and have finished my 
course. x. 

We had no experience with servant 
girls on the farm, and I did not get 
interested in the subject until I at- 
tended the academy in Hiawatha. 
There I heard and read a great deal 
about this vexing problem, but I 
never realized what a great subject 
it was until I came to the city. I 
was really shocked to learn thé ne- 
cessity for seformation most homes 
stand in need of in this particular. 
I have studied the problem from the 
girl's side in my five years here, and 
during that time I have talked with 
the employers at social functions and 
have heard their side. Both parties 
are greatly fo blame. 

I have no aversion to work. My fa- 
ther came to Kansas when the state 
was a prairie, and has worked hard, 
and 1 intend to show my friends that 
I am proud to do what I find needs 
doing. 

I believe the servant girl problem 
can only be solved by a Christian 
education. The employers. and ser- 
vants must be taught to work to- 
gether. The problem furnishes a 
splendid field for the energies of our 
young women. They would know 
something of the experiences I have 
had if they would read “Born to 
Serve."" I know several young girls 
with good educations who work as 
domestics because they like it. These 
are the kind of girls who stay & long 
time in one place and have no trou- 
ble with their employers.

TOPEKA, Kan., July 5.—The heroine of 
the Rev. Charles M. Sheldon's new novel, 
“Born to Serve,’’ is taken from real life. 
She is Miss L. Elizabeth Moyer. 

Miss Moyer is the daughter of a well-to- 
do Brown County farmer and a graduate 
of Washburn College. 

Mr. Sheldon is the author of “In His 
Steps’’ and, will also be remembered as the 
man who edited a Topeka paper one week 
as he believed Christ would have edited. 
His inspiration for writing ‘‘Born to Serve’’ 
was gained from talks with Miss Moyer, 
who for five years has worked as a domes- 
tice for Topeka families making a practical 
test of the servant girl problem. 

Her conclusion is: “Both parties are to 
blame.” 

While Mr. Sheldon was writing his novel 
he read it chapter by chapter to his con- 
gregation Sunday evenings. When it was 
completed he presented the MSS. to Miss 
Moyer, and later on the copyright and the 
accruing royalties of the book, as they are 
paid by the Advance Publishing Co. 

The story of ‘“‘Born to Serve’’ opens with 
a scene and a dialogue that are of common 
occurrence in families distraught by the 
question of servant girls. 

‘“**At the same: time, Richard,’ said Mrs. 
Ward anxiously, ‘it comes back to the. old 
question ‘what are we to do? You know I 
am not strong enouh to keep house alone. 
We -can’t afford.to break up our home and 
go into a hotel, and yet it seems almost the 
only thing left to do.

He owned the gallant Proctor Knott, and the fact that that great horse won the 
American Derby in 1890, and other famous races, wa* a source of boundless pride to his 
owner. The breeding of Proctor Knott meant ss much to Sam Bryant as the writing 
of “The Scarlet Letter” meant to Nathaniel Hawthorne, or as the authorship of the 
Declaration of Independence meant to Thomas Jefferson.

Capt. Bryant was 
sick at his home in Louisville. It was a great race, and he was determined to see it. 
At his imperative command, against the advice of his physicians. he was carried from 
his bed to a couch on a train, and the train bore him to Chicago. On his couch he was 
torne to the racetruck and piaeed in position, and there, in a reclining posture, with 
gleaming eyes he witnessed what he knw was the last race of hs life. 

Then they bore him back to th train and back to Louisvile. and seven days later

Horses and horse-racing were his ruling passion, strong in life, strong in death.

STORAGE BATTERY AwD MOTOR

From Edison's Paper in North American 
Review for July. j 
A storage battery to deserve the name 

should be a perfectly reversible instrument, 
receiving and giving out power like a dyna- 
mo motor, without any deterioration of the 
mechanism of conversion. The present 
lead storage battery in an automobile does 
not meet this condition. I have been work- 
ing for a number of years on the problem 
of a true storage battery. The experi- 
ments have been continuous for the past 
three vears. The above may be considered 
the first stage. 

Tests on the battery 
on for over a year and a half. 
the second stage. 

The construction of chemical works and 
a manufacturing plant for the cells was 
the third stage. 

The manufacture of standard cells from 
the tools is the fourth,stage. 

Twenty-one cells made in the factories,

NEW YORK, July 5.—It has been learned 
from an authoritative source that David 
Belasco expects to expend a round $50,000 
on the alterations and improvements in the 
Theater Republic before he throws the 
house open for general inspection in the 
early autumn. Oscar Hammerstein, who is 
not alone familiar with Mr. Belasco’s plans 


and specifications, uut also knows more 
than any other man in New York the real 
cost of building and altering theaters, has 
smilingly observed that if Belasco gets out 
of his investment for less than double the 
money he intends to put into it he will be 
considerably the luckiest human being who 
ever tackled a contract of this kind. 

It thus becomes apparent at the very 
outset that Mr. Belasco has cheerfully 
taken on a job which would stagger almost 
anybody else connected with metropolitan 
amusements. All this, however, doesn't 
worry the ambitious author of ‘“‘Du Barry, 
“The Heart of Maryland’ and other vastly 
successful American-made plays. 

It his object in life to achieve success, 
and as long as he doesn't quite run to the 
end of his checkbook'‘in pursuit of his policy 
he is entirely pleased. 

There are now three shifts of men work- 
ing within the encompassing walis of the 
Republic.

IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


NEW LAW PUTS THEM OUT OF EX- 
ISTENCE, 


WILL DISARM 10,000 PERSONS 


The Legal Pistol Now Must Be Twenty 
Inches in Length and Weigh at 
Least Three Pounds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, 8. C., July 5.—The pocket 
pistol and cannon crackers are things of 
the past in South Carolina, according to 
the law. Neither may be sold, owned or 
used within the limits of the Palmetto 
State. ‘ 
It is no longer a question of having the 
pistols concealed; the pocket variety can 
not be held in the hand or buckled about 
the person, nor can it be kept in stock 
by dealers. On the same princ‘ale that the 
big firecrackers are a menace to those who 
use them, endangering life and limb, they 
are ‘“‘policed’’ out of the state. ; 
The new law was passed more than a 
year ago, with the proviso that it should 
go into effect July 1, 1902 This has given 
merchants ample time to dispose of their 
stocks, and the last days of June saw a

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 6.—Sixty acres 
of onions, and within a stone’s throw cf 
Louisville. Louisville Is nut only the lare- 
est onion set market in the world/ but Jef- 
ferson County has within its limits. the 
largest onion patch in this or any other 


country. This 60-acre field of onions is the 
Ereperty of Mr. Henry L. Balke, a farmer, 

‘ving on the Bardstown town road nar 
Doup’s Point, who raises more than en¢- 
| of the entire crop of Jefferson 
County. 

Fivé years ago Mr. Balke started ra‘s'ng 
onion sets on a comparatively smal! scale. 
The first year he planted less than ten 
acres; the next year this was increased to 
ver fifteen, and his crop has grown w th 
each succeeding season until he now fas 
‘v acres In sets. Mr. Balke expects that hs 
will produce close to 1 barrels, to 
the acre, which means an entire crop of at 
lenst 20.000 bushels. In 1901 there were over 
200.000 bushels of onion sets grown in the 


| Vicinity of Chicago, and 130000 more than 


Ross County, Ohio, the next larg: mar- 
ket qf which Chillicothe is the county seat, 
produced. 

The sets grown and sold here are sent to 
all parts the country by local dealers 
and commission merchants, large quanti- 
tles being shipnoed as far east as Maine, as 
far west as Montana. as far south as 
Texas and north to Winn!peg, the capital 
of the province of Manitoba, in Canada. 
In addition to the distinction of producing 
more onion sets than any other. territory 
of equal area in the United States. the 
pinnts grown here are of 4 better quality 
and are more easily kept—the latter point 
being of vast irmportance—than any others 
grown !n the Western hemisphere. 

Of the two varieties the vellow set ts 
raised more extensively in the vicinity of 
this elty than the white. it bDeing more 
difticult to varry the latter throvgh tne 
winter, while the fact that they are more 
apt to shrink in bulk, give 
greater inducements to plant them 

In spite of the present large vroduction, 

the growers ir Kentucky wand In this lo- 
cality are planting more onion seeds everv 
vear, and it is probable that this seaton’s 
crop will be close to 250,000 bushels, vr 4,- 
ou0 barrels. 
The average price paid for vellow se‘s 
last year was the barrel, and should 
they he worth as. much this season the 
Jeffercon county crop will bring over two 
hundred thousand dollars.

CHICAGO, Ill, July 5.—A combination of 
the gigantic packing companies has finally 
been consummated, with John D. Rockefel- 
ler as the central figure. 

Final arrangements have been made for 
the consolidation of the Swift and Armour 
interests, which have recently gained con- 
trol of the other packing concerns through- 
out the country. 

The announcement tonight caused little 
surprise. 

The advent of the Standard Oi)king fnto 
the packing fielad is the most important 
move within recent years in the financial 
world, and virtually places Rockefeller 
and his associates in control of the in- 
dustry. ' 

Vhe Rockefeller millions were called into 
the combine because of the demand for a 
corporation of greater strength than local 
capital could form unaided. 

There are. it is said, one or two com- 
panies not yet wholly under this control, 
but negotiations are pending, with a tavor- 
able outlook.

HITCH IN THE NEGOTIATIONS.

ROME, July 5.—After an examination of 
the note submitted by Judge William H. 
Taft, civil governor of the Philippine Is- 
lands, regarding the friar lands in the 
Archipelago the vatican finds. one very 
great obstacle to the withdrawal of the 
friars. 

The vatican would not object if the ex- 
pulsion of the friars were arranged and 
carried out by another power, so that the 
holy see would only have to recognize the 
accomplished fact; but it shrinks from ap- 
pearing as a direct party to the with- 


drawal, especially since the religious orders 
are powerful in Rome and above all others 
in the sacred college. 

The efforts of the vatican are directed to- 
wards finding a way to consent to the 
withdrawal of tbe friars of the islands 
without the vatfeat do so. 


In fact, the vatican, it is belleved, would 
welcome a show force to which it could 
submit. It would much prefey, however, a 
compromise prohfhiting the friars from re- 
turning to the parishes they ieft in 1898, 
but allowing them to remain where they 
are now or where there is no local oppo- 
sition to @Cheir ministrations. 

The cardinals appointed to discuss Judge 
Taft's proposition were to meet July 10, 
but a requiem mass for the late King Al- 
bert, of Saxony to be celebrated in the Sis- 
tine Chapel, at which the Pope and the 
cardinals will assist, has necessitated a 
postponment of the meeting.

$1,000,000 DAMAGE BY FIRE 


‘Main Building of Swift’s Packing 
House at the Chicago Stockyards 
Was Destroyed. 


CHICAGO, July 5.—By @ fire which breke 
out in their plant at the stock yards to- 
night, Swift & oC., suffered a loss which 
is estimated by the officials of the company 
at $1,000,000. The fire was confined to one 
building standing at the intersection of 
Paekers’ avenue and Broadway. 

This structure was four stories high, bullt 
of brick and was 300 feet square. The first 
floor was occupied by the wholesale meat 
market of the company, the second by the 
shipping department, and the third and 
fourth by the general offices of the com- 
pany. 

The latter are said to have been the larg- 
est single offices In the United States, more 
than 800 employes working on one of the 
floors in a single roof. The cause of the 
fire is not known, but it was discovered 
near the engine room. It spread so rapidly 
through the building that it was found im- 
possible to save anything in the strcture. 

The burned building adjoins portions of 
the plans of Armour & Co., and Libby, Mc- 
Neil & Libby and for a time the fire de- 
partment had a desperate fight to keep 
these buildings from the flames. 

W. J. McGonigle, the superintendent of 
the plant, said tonight that the loss will ag- 
gregate $1,000,000. There were, he said, 
3925 beeves tn the building and great quan- 
tities of green hides and tallow. The 
general supplies of the mpany were 
stored in the meat market and in the cal- 
lars, and everything in and about the 
building was destroyed. 

Superintendent McGonigle telephoned to 
Mr. Swift, who was at his country home 
near Lake Geneva, that the loss would be 
total. The insurance carried by the com- 
pany will cover all losses.

DEAD IN PITTSBURG 


INTERNATIONALLY KNOWN AS 
ARCHITECT AND BUILDER. 


LIVED IN ST. LOUIS SINCE 1965

Co., died yesterday morning at his tem- 
porary home in Pittsburg, Pa., in his 
eightieth year.

tion of fortifications, government harbors 
and lighthouses along the shores of the 
North Sea, and during his career erected 
throughout Scotland and northern England 
many of the most prominent churches and 
castles of the Scottish nobility, including 
Balmoral Castle, Queen Victoria's residence

As the eldest brother assumed charge of 
the father’s business, James Stewart set- 
tled in Kingston, Canada, in 1843, and soon 


established a large architectural and build- 
ing business in that province. He remained 
in Canada 22 years, and for six years under 
appointment, acted as building commis- 
sioner of the government, during which 
time he was occupled in supervising the 
construction of the new Parliament buitld- 
ing at Ottawa, Canada. While construct- 
ing this work Mr. Stewart also erected the 
overnment bullding at Ottawa and the 

“piscopal cathedral in that city. 

He was married in Kingston t{n 1844 to 
Miss Mary Lyall, daughter of William Ly- 
all, who was’ the designer of the Parlia- 
ment House in Kingston. His wife sur- 
vives him and also his children, three sons 
and three daughters. The sons are John I... 
Alexander M. and James C, Stewart: the 
daughters are Mrs. Robert L. Fosberg. 
Mrs. Mary E. Woodward and Mrs. Chas. 
E. Budd. 

In 1865 Mr. Stewart became a reeident of 
St. Louis, where he has since resided, ex- 
cept when temporarily absent. He was a 
man of splendid physique. He was en- 
dowed with an analytical intellect. The 
Impress of his gentus is manifested in many 
of the public ahd private buildings which 
adorn the city. 

Years ago he formed a partnership with 
his son, Alexander N. Stewart, Whder the

Beaumont Oil Companies Are Really 
Better Off Than at Any Time 
Since Oil Was Struck—Some 
Companies Are Out of 
Existence.

BEAUMONT, July 5.—Fifteen cent oil is 
now a general fact in the Beaumont oil 
field.” Twenty-cent oi] is not unusual, but 
the bulk of the short-time contracts now 
being made are for 15 cents, or in that 


neighborhood. 

This is.one of the good results of the 
Month of June “Dirt cheap” oll has disap- 
peared. The men who made contracts to 
supply o!l on board cars or In setUing tanks 
at 3 cents pergarrel have either gone out 
of business or become so sick of the bar- 
gain that they are employing every means 
to got rid of the contract. 

Fifteen cents per barrel is only a mile- 
stone on the upward path of.oll. Ol men 
predict that before fall the price will be 
80 cents, and that by January 1 it will) have 

‘gone to perhaps 50 cents. 

Even now there are contracts for oll, 
free on board at Gladys City, at from 17 
cents to 20 cents per barrel; but the average 
price is not that high yet. The past week, 
one of the companies reported the private 
gale of 50 car loads of oil at 20 cents per 
barrel. The deal was, in fact, closed, unt’l 
there came a hitch in transportation ar- 
rangements. There was no positive lack 


of cars, but the company’s ingistence that 
mone of the cars should be taken beyond 


a certain distance from Beaumont was a 
stumbling block that could not be removed.

SUCCESS WITHOUT CAPITAL. 

One of the most conspicuous successes 
was the securing of the Corbett-Sullivan 
fight, the one recently turned down by 
the police. 

To secure this Haughton was compclied 
to go to Denver, where the fight was on 
the eve of taking place. He arrived in 
that city with cab hire and «pent it prompt- 
ly. He was absolutely without means and 
the club head over heels in debt. 

Inside of 10 days he returned from Wen- 
ver with a championship ill, calling for 
a $5000 guaranteed house, and more money 
in his pocket than when he left St. Louis. 

His resourcefulness is well Known to fol- 
lowers of the fighting zame and he has 
their confidence straight through. It 
is this solely that has enabled him to 
go through the season on no capital anc 
make a success of it in a way, at thar. 

His attempt to continue the game here 
should be successful. The police board.

Fred Hessig at 6 to 1 Landed His Race in Easy Style 
Two Long Shots Got the Money in the Third--

Before commenting on yesterday's races 
at Delmar I would like to call attention to 
the new turf star that has appeared in 
New York. He is Gold Heels, winner of 
the Suburban handicap and also of the 
Brighton Beach handicap, which was run 
at Brighton Beach yesterday. 

The fact that.he won the Suburban woukd 
in itself be a great distinction, but his.vic- 
tory in the Brighton Beach handicap is the 
most notable performance in turf history. 
Ridden by George Odom and carrying 126 
pounds over a circular track, he ran a mile 
and a quarter in the unprecedented time of 
2:08 4-5. 

The record for this distance over a 
straight track is held by Banquet, carry- 
ing 108 pounds, in 2:08%. Considering the 
heavy im#ost “ajold Heels carried and the 
shape of the course, his performance was 
a phenomenal one. This time, 2:03 4-5, Is 
now the world’s record for the distance. 

The fastest mile and a quarter ever run 
on the Brighton Beach track up to yester- 
day was by Jack Point, who covered the 
route in 2:04 3-6, July 7, 1900. 

Gold Heels is a bay colt 4 years old by 
The Bard out of Heel and Toe, and is 
owned by the racing firm of F. C. McLewee 
& Co. He is the greatest horse that has 
appearéd on the turf since the days of the 
immortal Salvator, and is in the hands of 
men who will appreciate his worth and who 
know how to use him for the benefit of the 
American turf. 

THE TALENT SUFFERED. 

There were few angles to yesterday's rac- 
ing at Delmar. It was formful, and in 
every instance the best horse won, although 
a large percentage of what is facetiously 
termed the taient was put hors de com- 
bat by the defeat of Terra Incognita, Sweet 
Dream and Buccleuth.

So 
I bought it—not for the fabulous sum stac- 
ed—and will make it a part of the grounds 
of the clubhouse.”

States. He was accorded the nomination 
and was elected almost unanimously, re- 
ceiving 68,267 votes against less than 200 
for his opponent. When he takes his seat 
in Congress as a Delegate he will repre- 
eent the largest constituency of any man 
in the House of Representatives. He will 
represent nearly 1,000,000 people, a number 
four times as large as that of any man in 
the House. In the Spanish Cortez Porto 
Rico was accorded four senators and 
teen representatives, members of 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Mr. Degetau is the author of numerous 
books, essays, novels and short stories, 
treating upon olitical, educational and 
sociclogical subjects. That to which he 
he given the tith “Que Quijote” (“What a 
Quixote’’) is a protest against the indiffer- 
ence of modern society toward the per- 
manent laws of human solidarity. ‘The 
Redemption of @ Conscript,”’ deals with 
the question of philanthropy. He has writ- 
ten two others treating of the social slav- 
ery of childiren, one a circus boy and the 
other a little negro attached to a Porto 
Rican sugar plantation. ‘“‘Cuentos Para el 
Viage™ (‘Tales for the Voyage’’) is a col- 
lection of short stories more or less con- 
cerned with problems of environment and 
education. “Juventied’’ (“Truth”), his last 
novei. contains a series of pictures in the 
life of young men whose fundamental as- 
piretion is the abolition of capital punish- 
ment. The latter work is id to be some- 
what autobiographical and is reflective in 
a vivid way of the author's experiences 
while studying in Madrid.

The President occupies as his working 
rooms the apartments on the first floor of 
the Townsend residence, which is one of 
the most handsomely appointed houses in 
the city. a ancient mahogany cabinet 
table, around which so many residents 
have sat with their cabinet advisers and 
others, has been moved and placed in the 


house. This dining room is to be President 
Roosevelt's office and the cabinet room. 
The adjoining apartment is devoted to Sec- 
retary Cortelyou and used by him as his of- 
fice. 

@ere all callers to be admitted to the 
President will be escorted. This room is 
the one that was formely known as the 
“second parlor’ in the Townsend residences. 
The first parlor, facing on the open square, 
has been set apart as the general reception 
room for callers. Here also will be located 
the newspaper men. This entire first floor 
gives accommodations about the same as in 
the White House. 


Living Apartments 
for the President. 

The second and third floors of the build- 
ing, both splendidly furnished, will be de- 
voted to the living apartments of the Pres- 
ident and the executive offices. Two other 
floors, the pasement and the fourth floor, 
are to be used for general purposes and 


for storage. 
The Townsend residence was thoroughly 


covered with a burglar-alarm system, but 
this will scarcely come in for any practical 
use under the constant surveillance eS 
lice officers and Secret Service men.

Lafayette Square, while located practi-

In the latter part of the eight- 
eenth century it was designed by the Father 
of his Country to bear the name of La- 
fayette, in honor of the brave and gallant 
young French nobleman who came to lend 
his arm and fortune in the cause of Amer- 
ican independence. But it was not until 
after the second war with Great Britain 
that it took on the semblance of a park. 
Prior to that it was merely a parade 
ground for the gold-laced veterans of the 
wars of '76 and 1812 to show themselves to 
the dames and belles for which Washington 
was famous. Ever since the first house was 
erected around it it has been the dwelling 
lace of the ‘great men of every stage of 
he nation’s history.

They Were Originally Natural Caves Around 
the Present Union Station, and Were in 
Former Years the Cool Summer Re- 
positories of St. Louis Beer. 


HOUSANDS of persons pass over the catacombs of St. Lonis every day. Few 
of them have ever heard that the catacombs exist. 
Nearly all the suburban dwellers who travel by rail walk twice a day 
over the arched caverns on Market street and on Chestnut street near Eighteenth 
street. These caverns are 35 feet under the surface of the pavement. Street cars rum- 


- 


ble over them, and so do ice wagons. 
The tower of Union Station rests on 


one of the caverns of the St. Louis cata- 


combs. The new ticket office and the second-class waiting rooms are over two of these 


caverns. 

HEN Theodore Link, the architect 
W of Union Station, began cxploring 
| the site of the proposed structure, 
he found it had once been occupied by a 
brewery of the time when ice machines 
wero unknown, and brewing had to be done 
im winter and huge cellars were required 
in which to store sufficient beer for sum- 
mer consumption. These cellars had to 


be so far below ground that the heat of 
the St. Louis summer could not invade 
them. The coolest and dryest cellars were 
those in the solid rock. 

Many natural caverns underlie St. Leuis. 
All these were explored by the brewer'es. 
and most of them were used as cold stor- 
age plants. Some of the breweries located 
at the mouths of caves. Lemp’s brewery 


c‘llar is a natural cave. The old Pittsburg 
brewery hada natural cave near the House 
of Refuge. There is a éave in Marine ave- 
nue. Prung had a cave. cellar east of Ca- 
rondelet avenue. Kerzinger had a cave 
cel'ar on Prairie avenue, two biocks south 
of Natural Bridge road. ‘There is a cave 
on Shenandoah and Ann avenues, east of 
Eighteenth street. 

The targest cave of all is the Erglish 
cave, in which Paul Wack has a wine cel- 
lar. Kilausman'’s cave and Ubhrig’s cave 
were beer cellars dug out of the rocks. 
There is a cave near Renton Park that was 
once used as a beer cellar. 

The catacombs of St. Louis are much like 
Uhrig's cave. They were blasted out of the 
rocks and double arched and divided by 

rick masonry. There are two tombstunes 
in the Excelsior brewery caves. They are 
ser side by sid2 in the rock, 3 feet below 
Market street.

one of them when I was manager of the 
brewery after the death of Julius Winkel- 
meyer. These tombstones are at the en- 
trance to the spot In the lower cellar 
where Julius Winkelmeyer and Friedereich 
Stifel used to sit’ and plan. They 
had no office then. Both were 
buried in Pickett's cemetery. Winkel- 


meyer was finally removed to Bellefon- 
taine. They began business at Second and 
Convent streets, in 1845, with $400 each and 
a shed with a brewing kettle under it. The 
shed was near the gas works. Stifel made 
the beer and Winkelmeyer sold it. They 
located their cave or céllars at Eighteenth 
and Market streets, and in 1846 moved the 
brewery there. All they had then beside 


the cellar under the building proper was a 
double cellar under Market street. This 
caved in from a flood, and the young 
brewers thought they were ruined, but 
Francis Sellar, wha built the cellar, told 
the boys if they would get the mortar he 
would build up the wall again and charge 
them nothing. 


The marble tablets are at the entrance 
to the south end of this cellar. When the 
brewery was turned over to the trust it 
had more storage capacity than any brew- 
ery in town, unless it was Lemp’s. It had 
too much cellar room under the ice ma- 
chine system, which makes summer brew- 
ing possible and keeps beer cool above 
ground as well as below. The two cellars 
that run from the south curb of Market 


etreet to the north curb of Chestnut up 
to the line of the Good Shepard property, 
now occupied by the City Hospital, have 
been abandoned altogether. They have 
manholes on Market street and on Chest- 
nut. Not long ‘ago a coal wagon driver 
backed up a load of coal to the sidewalk 
on Market street, and, taking off the cover 
of the brewery cellar. dumped the coal 
down there and drove away. The next day 
the tenant who 4ad ordered the coal made 
a protest because no coal had been de- 
livered. The coal company assured the 
tenant the coal had been placed in the 
cellar. Investigation was made, and it 
was found the wrong manhole had been 
apened The coal company _wanted the 
brewerv to get the coal out. @.. brewerv 
told the coal company it was welcome to

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BIRDS & EASILY HYPNOTIZED 
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North Carolina Hypnotist 


Puts the Wildest of Them 


to Sleep in Five Minutes.

W. C. DEAKE, a florist of Asheville. 
J N. C., can hypnotize = chickens 
. birds, cats, dogs, horses and nearly 

all domesticated and half-tamed animals. 

His theory is that they are controlled from 
ganglia and are not directed from o central 
brain, that they do not respond to hypnotie 
influence. 

“Tt appears impossible to get them to fix 
their attention for any length of time. In 
fact, f think that they lack the power al- 
together. 

“Birds and chickens are the easiest man- 
aged. I have never seen one yet that I 
could not put to sleep, and that !n a peace. 
able way, in five minutes. 

“The stories of thelr being (fascinated 
by snakes, capecially rattlers, ie undouhbtcd- 
ly true. Any glittering object, if it is <mal! 
emough, will serve to fix a bird's attention. 
For example, I can take this marble (pick- 
ig up @ bright red one, half an ich in diam- 
eter) and hold it up in front of our canary 
bird's nose and he immediately begins to 
Gaze at it. 

“He won't take his eyes away or even 
biink. He will stare at it as if his life 
depended upon the undertaking. In two or 
three minutes he will drop dow, on the 
floor of his cage perfectly limp. 

“Cutbirds and robins taken wild from 
the trees will do the same thing. If you 
toes them in the alr they make a feeble at- 
teript to eprend wing and flutter down again 
ip a perfectly nerveless, fashion. 

‘When hypnotized the animals becom: 
per -sctly docile, and In the case of birds 
end chickens the fowls are stupeficd and 
semain so from a quarter to half an hour.”

“A very good way to hypnotize fowls, 
especially chickens, is to stroke the top of 
the head evenly and regularly for a few 
minutes. 

“Another successful way with a chicken 
is to hold his bill down to the ground or the 
floor and draw a chalk mark ‘straight out 
from his nose.’ 

Mr. Deake illustrated his theory by hyno- 
tizing a chicken in these various ways .e- 
fore a camera. The rooster was an ordinary 
barn-yard fowl, noted in his unhypnotized 
state for thrashing all the other fowls in 
the vicinity. 

Owlng io the fact that chickens and 
flowers are incompatible Mr. Deake does 
not keep chickens around his greenhouses, 
and the rooster was chased and overpow- 
ered in a neighboring yard. He began by 
being extremely full of fight, and Mr. 
Deake began by holding the rooster off at 
arm's length and looking hard in his eye. 


After a bit the chicken became more do- 
cile, and Mr. Deake reached out a hand 
and begar stroking his head. In two min- 
utes he was stretched out limp across Mr. 
Deake’s knees, ready to have his picture 
taken 


In the second experiment Mr. Deake, after 
getting the chicken thoroughly roused 
again, held him firmly by the wings and 
set him down on top of a table. A chalk 
mark was then drawn straight out in tront 
of Mr Chicken’s nose. The chicken gazed 
In a stupefied way at the white line. 

The hynotist let go of the rooster’s wings 
and gave him a smart shake. He refused 
to budge and remained with his bil! glued 
to the chalk line. 

While hypnotized the chicken tumbled 
down on the floor, but made no motion to- 
ward getting up. It appeared to be sleepy 
or half-paralyzed. 

Mr. Deake believes that eventualiy hyp- 
notism will be used as the onty method of 
training and handling wild animals for zoo- 
logical gardens, menageries, etc. Horses 
and dogs obey very readily 
the influence of hypnotiem.

Now these delicacies are to be had at any 
place where any other food is served. 

The frog-eating habit has been formed. More frogs come to this market 
than ever came before. Formerly nearly all that came were shipped on East. Now 
mearly all that come are consumed here.

Frogs sleep out of water on logs and on 
driftwood, except at seasons of the year 
when they are in the soft ground.

Then he fishes him out and throws him 
into the bag on the back of his lantern- 
bearer, and looks for another. 

In Texas they gig for frcgs. That is, 
they use a three-tine spear made some- 
times of large fishhooks straightened and 
the barbs on them. With these the frogs 
are harpooned at night under the glare of 
light. either by men in boats, who use a 
headlight and throw the gig with great 
precision, or by men tin rubber boots wad- 
ing by lantern light. 

I have noticed that the largest receipts of 
frogs are after we have hada night or two 
without much moonlight. Either the frog 
sees the hunter approaching on moonlight 
nights or the light the hunter has does not 
dazzle the frog so much when the moon Is 
shining. 

Some rather fine frogs come from Illinofs, 
but frog hunting as a business is carried 
on in southern Missouri and northern Ar- 
kansas and now in Texas as nowhere else. 
We get daily shipments from Kennett, 
Campbell, New Madrid and Hornettsville, 
Mo., and Lake City and Rector, Ark. Oc- 
casional shipments come from Havana, Il. 

The frog season is from April 1 to Oct 
17. In? June and July. when the great- 
est demand is made for frogs, because 
spring chickens are so scarce, the smallest 
supply {s obtainable. Then the frogs are in 
the soft ground, or in the water, to keep 
cool. and cannot be found by the hunter 

New York has been forced to devclop the 
froz industry in North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia and other southern states to supply 
the eastern demand sinc? St. Louts has 
found its frog appetite When a town eats 
300 dowten frogs a day, all year round, the 
frogs of a large territory must be hunted 

Frogs are skinned and tied up in dozen 
bunches for quick delivery They can be 
kept indefinitely on ice, but I never see the 
time nowadays when there are any on hand 
to put in storage 

Frogs sell at from $2 to $2.50 a dozen at 
retail. We pay for them $1 to $2. They are 
graced as ones, twos, threes and fours.

If you feel yourself toppling. you may, 
by a jerk of the epine, either straightea 
your flight or acd enough to the impetus 
tc complete one or two somerraults. The 
important thing is fo reach the water head 
or feet first. Otherwise you get killed, 
that’s all; from a height of @ to §& feet 
death is certain.

Spain were closely associated in the posses-

Albert G. Robinson, author of ‘‘The Phil- 
ippines,’’ writes: “At the very root of all 
things political in the Philippines there lies 
that most delicate of al’ matters. the re- 
ligious question. The difficulties that con- 

front the American government would 
remain a long way from solution. even 

Were the last insurrecto be shot down or 
imprisoned. With the Spanish soldiers of 
the days of the sixteenth century, ac- 
tuated with the idea of territorial expansion 
went the representatives of the church. A 
review of the writers of these early days 
will show that while these two elements 
Operated together to establish Spanish au- 
thority in the Philippines, they were in an 
almost constant state of dissension as to 
which of the two constituted the supreme 
authority. 

“Previous to and during the controversy 
which was carried back to Spain mendicant 
friars had gone to the islands in consider- 
able numbers, though lacking the proper 
authority from rulers of the church. The 
controversy at home (in Spain) terminated 
in an agreement whereby the church should 
receive one-tenth of the tributes of the is- 
lands. A body of Augustinian friars was 
sent out at once and they were to be fol- 
lowed by representatives of the other or- 
ders. Soon friction occurred between the 
authorities of the church and those of 
the state and many, accrimonious contests 
took place between the friars of the dif- 
ferent orders. Upon the plastic materials 
of ignorant credulity and superstition, the 
priests and friars, many of them men of 
keen and highly-trained minds, have im- 
pressed| an idea of religious power greatcr 
than that of the state. 

“I de not find the protests of the people 
@gains' the Catholic Church per se. It has 
been cirected more especially against the 
eXtortions and abuses which are admitted 
to have been exercised in the Philippines 
by the various religious orders, the Au- 
gustin'ians, the Dominicans, the Francis- 
cans and the Recolletes, the unshod 
Augurtinians. While Spain has nominally 
exercised authority in the Philippines the 
réal »ower and many minor functions of 
government have been in the hands of the 
rélig'ous orders. Filipinos say it was not 
the government of Spain, but the oppres- 
sion and extortions of the religious orders 
aga'nst which they rebelled. 

“hese orders own and contro! vast areas 
of giral property and have extensive and 
Valuable holdings in town and cities. With 
al) the power of their organizations they 
are today working by secret and insidious 
methods to support antagonism to Amer- 
itan control. Their religion, Roman Cath- 
olic, means much to the Filipino people, 
Wut they demand that it shall be adminis- 
vered by secular priests.”’ 

Frank H. Sawyer, a writer on Philippine 
@ffairs, says: “The Augustinians own some 
Ome estates near Manila. In 1877 I visited 
Malinta and Piedad, 14,000 acres, a good 
part of which was cultivated and under a 
peddy. The lay brother in charge, Aurel- 
fano Garcia, confided in me that he went 
@bdout in fear and expepted to end his life 
ander tho bolos of t tenants. I .after- 
wards visited Mandaloyan, another estate 
near Manila. All of this is arable land. 
It ocoupies a greatcr part of the spaco 
between the rivers Maibonga and San Juan 
to the north of the Pasig.

I have been assured by. the 
son of Capt. Natalio Lopez of GBalinyvan, a 
native gentleman wel! known that 
the parish priest charged the $690 
for performing their fatier’s funera! cere- 
mony. The greatest and best founded com- 
plaint of the natives th iriar 
was that whoever displeascd them, cither 
in personal or money matters, was linh'le 
to be denounced as filibuster and 
ported to Mte in a foreign lerd and could 
not escape without paying a bribe. 
Ysbelo de los Reyes and other natives 
cuse the friars of extorting evidence frum 
suspected persons by torture.” 

Says John Foreman, a Catholic writer on 
the Philippines: ‘“‘The_ religious corpora- 
tions derive large private revenues, Their 
investments at Hong Kong are extensive. 
The Austin (Augustinian) and Dominican 
friars, in particular, hold very vaiuable 
real property in the province near Manila, 
which is rented to the native agricultural- 
ists on tyrannical conditions. On Laguna 
de Bay shore the rent is raised as the na- 
tives, at their own expense, improve their 
holdings. Leases are granted for a nominal 
term of years, but the receipts given for 
rent are very cunningly worded. Some 
have been shown to me. Neither the 
amount of money paid nor the extent of 
the land rented nor its situation is men- 
tioned on the document, so the tenant is 
constantly at the mercy of tne owners. 
The native planters are much incensed at 
the treatment they receive from these land 
owners, and their numerous well-founded 
complants fcrm part of the general outcry 
against the priesthood. The _ ecclesiasti- 
cal archives of the Philippines abound with 
proof of the bitter tenacious strife sus- 
tained not only between the civil and 
church authorities, but even among the re- 
ligious communities themselves. Each 
order was so insanely jealous of the other 
that one is almost led to wonder if the 
final goal of all could have been identical.” 

Up to 1873 native priests were appointed 
to vicarages. The civic rebellion having 

led by these priests, as it was alleged, 
their benefices were taken from them. 

There were 1390 friars in the islands in 
1896. Of these 167 were Jesuits, but no com- 
plaint is made of them. 

In a letter, dated November, 1898, Agu!- 
naldo wrote Gen. Otis: “These priests 
(meaning the friars) have been for a long 
time absolute masters of the life and honor 
of the Filipinos. For that reason it is 
a widely known and notorious fact, recog- 
nised by all foreigners who have studied 
Filipino affairs, that the primary causes of 
the Philippine revolution were the ecclesi- 
astical corporations, which, taking advan- 
tage of the corrupt Spanish government, 
have robbed the country, prevented prog- 
ress and liberty.’’ 

The feeling of the people is further shown 
on the arrival of Mgr. Capelli, whose re- 
ception by the American authorities was 
interpreted to mean support of the friars 
as ageinst the Filipinos. 

Speaking of what it considered the erron- 
eous policy of the commission, La Patria 
of Jan. 16, 1899, said: “‘That a river of blood 
flows between the Filipino people and the 
monastic orders is already a matter of his- 
tory. It is incredible that they should be 
enthroned once more on their former height 
of power to control the affairs of the people 
like so many Jupiters, to retard as they 
have done hitherto the education of the 
people that they may be able to live on in 
their ignorance in asternum, to commit, in 
short, the grossest meanness and an insuit 
to which there is no parallel in history. 
Hew can the people be reconciled to these 
who bave amassed enormous fortunes by 
abusing the good faith of our ancestors and 
by abusing their religion in bringing about 
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‘the death of our great men, Burgos, Gomez, 


Zamora and Risal, be reconciled in fact to 
those who by their mischief brought about 
the revolution of 1896°"

Tne committce of cardinals appointed by 
the Pope are men of great ability in diplo- 
matic relations. Some of them have been 
heads of the very orders it is sought to 
dispossess. 

Governor-General Willlam H. Taft was 
born in Cincinnati, O., Sept. 15, 1857. His 
father was Alphonso Taft, lawyer, judge of 
the Superior Court, attorney-general and 
secretary of war under Grant, and minister 
to Austria and to Russia under Arthur. 
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in 1896, but it was waived 


naldo treaty 
by request. 

Rizal was a graduate of the university at 
Madrid. He wrote two novels in which Le 
gave the friars a rather dark setting. He 
was denounced for sedition on his return 
to his country, but wags allowed to go to 
Cuba to join the Spanish army. He was 
again denounced by the (friars, it is 
charged, and recalled by cable and exe- 
cuted for being the leader of the rebellion 
of 1895. No evidence was adduced to prove 
this, it is said. Members of the secret 
societies were denounced by hundreds, their 
real estate condemned and confiscated and 
sold. Some of the holdings, Robinson states. 
‘fell into the hands of the various orders 
and’ now constitute a part of the immense 
possessions of the friars, the title to which 
will yet furnish a great deal of complicated 
work for the law courts.”’ 


The Philippines were a dependency of 
Mexico up to 1870. In 1688 a commissioner 
from Mexico, in response to the demand 
for an investigation of the friar land ques- 
tion, visited the Philippines and demand- 
ed opportunity to examine the titles. This. 
writers on the Philippines say, was de- 
nied him by the friars, who ignored his 
authority and he went back with no more 
wisdom than when he canie. 


The friars claim title to 400,000 acres of 
land. It is expected that a compromise 
price for this land will be about $7,300,000. 
Bome of the land has buildings upon it. 
Most of it is in the hands of tenants who 
have occupied it for years. The intention 
of the government is to deed the lands to 
these persons where their occupancy has 
extended over a gencration. The lands ae- 
tually used for religious purposes are to 
be continued in such use but are to‘ be 
conveyed by deed or patent. The funds will 
come from the insular treasury, but 
Congress alone can provide them. 

The question of title to friars’ lands was 
not brought up in Governor-General Taft's 
briof from the American government which 
was turned over by the Pove to the five 
cardinals delegated to make recommenda- 
tion to the holy father 

The general impression is that the three 
most prominent candidates for the papacy 
are among the five cardinals. The five are 
Hampolia, papal secretary of state: Sera- 
fino Vennutelli, Vives y Tulo, Gotti, Car- 
melite, monk, and Steinhuber, Jesuit. The 
secretary is Mer. Gapari. 

Rome says the three promincnt 
dates were placed among the five that accic 
might claim exemption from the res» n- 
sibility of whatever may come of the con- 
ference. All the cardinals will be equally 
compromised.

The boy passed through the public schools 
of Cincinnati and prepared at High for 
Yale, which he entered in 1894. He gradu- 
ated in 1898, second in rank in a class of 
120. He delivered the salutatory oration 
and an oration at the commencement, 


He graduated from the Cincinnati Law 
School in 1890, dividing honors for the first 
prize. He began the practice of law in 1881. 
That same year he was appointed assistunt 
presecutor for Hamilton County. In March 
of 1882 President Arthur appointed Mr. 
Taft internal revenue collector. He re- 
signed the following January and formed a 
law partnership with Maj. H. P. Llovd. 
In 1887 Gov. Foraker appoinced Mr. Taft 
judge of the Superior Court. Presicent 
Harrison appointed Judge Taft solic.tor 
general of the United Statese. He resigned 
to become United States circuit judge of 
the Sixth Federal District. When the court 
of appeals was established Taft was mad@ 
senior judge. His position was for life, but 
he resigned to become head of the Phil- 
The office of governor- 
general came along naturally. He returned 
to the United States after a surgical oper- 
ation and was before congressional commit- 
tees to explain the methods of warfare em- 
ployed in the Philippines and the civil gov- 
ernment and its workings. 

Cardinal Rampolla, whose full name is 
Mariano Rampella del Tindaro, presides 
over the deliberations of Me five cardinals. 
He was born of an old Sicilian family in 
Polizzo, August 17, 1843. His education 
was acquired at the College Capranica and 
the academy of the Noble Ecclesiastics in 
His first diplomatic school was at 
Madrid where he was attached to the 
Nunciature. In 1877 he became secretary 
of the Congregation of Oriental Rites and 
for five years was identified with the 
Propaganda sc intimately as to familiarize 
himself with all ite detail. Created tular 
Archbishop of St. Heractea in 1882 he was 
sent to Spain as Nunclo. On March Hi, 
1887, he was created and proclaimed car- 
dinal taking title from the Church of St. Ce- 
celia. A few months later Pope Leo 
made him secretary of state. He is over 
six feet high, has a face open and clear 
and in diplomacy he has ro superior. 

He is credited with large influence in the 
shaping of church policy. His sympathies 
with Spain in the late war showed them- 
selves in Vatican expression, it is said. 

Cardinal Sarafino Vannutelli comes of a 
family that is influential in the secular af- 
fairs of modern Italy. His relatives are 
in commerce and in politics. A brother is 
also a cardinal. Cardinal Sarafino Vannu- 
telli was born in Gennazgano, Nov. 2, 18%. 
He graduated from the Jesuit~college in 
Rome. He studied theology at the College 
Capranico and at the Pontifical Seminary, 
where he spent a year as professor of 
theology. He then went abroad as auditer 
of the Apostolic Delegate to Mexico when 
Emperor Maximilian was there. He was 
auditor for the delegate to Monico and was 
himeelf apostolic delagate to Ecuador and 
Peru. Growing in diplomacy, he was mede 
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nuncio to Belgium, then to Munich and 
then to Vienna. He was at Vienna when, 
on March 14, 1887, Pope Leo XIII created 
and proclaimed him cardinal. He is six 
feet tall and a gentleman of the world. 
His establishment at the Via Monte Giorda- 
no is daintily furnished. He is a recon- 
cillationist and is willing to accept present 
conditions in Italy. He is a friend of the 
King and Queen and is supposed to be 
closely identified with the triple alliance. 
His correspondence is said to keep him in 
touch wtih Catholics of the world. 

Jerome Maria Cardinal Gotti of the Or- 
der of Barefooted Carmelites is a Genoese 
He was born March 29, 18%. His father was 
a dock laborer. Members of the family are 
now prominent in educational matters, one 
a scientific writer of prominence. He de- 
cided to enter the Barefoot. Carmelite (r- 
der. He was educated at the Carmelite 
school at Rome. Made a priest, he was at- 
tached to the Church of 8t. Maria Della 
Seala. Fifteen years later he was chosen 


as a representative of the Carmelite monks 


at the Preumenical Council of 1870. He be- 
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came the theological adviser of the pro- 
curator-general of the order. Two years 
later he went to Palestine to report the ad- 
visability of restoring the Mt. Carmel mon- 
astery. He defended the order against 
German encroachment in the Holy Land. 
Pope Pius IX was pleased. Gotti was made 
head of the mother house of the most aus- 
tere branch of the order in Rome. As su- 
perior-general he visited England aad 
America and counseled great austerity ana 
wider service on the part of mendicants. 
When Empervur Dom Pedro was deposed, 
a crisis in Catholic affairs in Brazil wus 
indicated. The Pope sent Gotti as nuncto 
to Brazil, first creating him titular arch- 
bishop of di petro. His work was so satis- 
factory that Rome gave him a public recep: 
tion on his return. He was created cardi- 
nal on Nov. 29, 1995, taking his title from 
the Church of St. Maria della Scalfa. He is 
prefect of the congregation of bishops and 
regulars. His palace in Rome is handsome, 
but his living is modest. He is a scientific 
scholar and the best authority on canon law 


Joseph Cardinal Vivis y Tulo was in 
the diocese of Barcelona, Feb. 15, 1864. {He 
was created and proclaimed cardinal 
19, 1899» 

Cardinal Steinhuber was born at Utla 
Nov. 11, 182. He was created a cardinal

This will not be the first time by many 
that the high hat has appeared in high 
art. 

In Glasgow is the bronze statue of an un- 
known personage who holds his high hat 
crown down. In winter the snow fills the 
depths of the hat and hides its brim. Then 
the statue is known as “the-man-with-snow 
in-his-hat."’ 

The high hat is a tyrant. Standing by 
itself on brim or crown, no man but must 
call it clumsy, unbeautiful. Yet by what 
detall of his costume is known a man of 
the twentieth century? Is it Dy his coat, 
his waiscoat, his umbrella, his shoes’ 

No. It is by his “stovepipe’’ hat, which 
a common and irresistable tyranny forces 
well-dressed men to wear. This tyranny) 
cannot be escaped at any season. Ths 
summer the coachmen of the fashionable 
are wearing high hats—of straw. 

Whence comes the high hat, what is its 
origin? One ingenious Frenchman lately 
tried to prove that the “stovepipe’’ that 
covers a man’s head, is simply a minuature 
of the roof that covers his house. He 
writes: , 

‘The high hat as we know it is nothing 
but a compromise between the two great 
tendencies of rocf-builders; the tendency 
to build horizontally. The one roof gives 
better protection from rain and humidity; 
the other better protection from the sun."

The rich citizens of Nuremberg wore high 
hats tn the beginning of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. So Albert Durer saw nothing unfit in 
placing « high hat on the head of Joseph 
of Arimathica. 

Joseph, wearing a “stovepipe,.”” is a 
prominent fgure in Durers celebrated et- 
graving showtng the placing of the body 
of the Savior in the tomb. 

In Durer's equally celebrated composition 
—The Marriage of the Holy Virgin’’-ap- 
pears a personare wearing a tall hat that 
must have been bullt on the same block 
as that of Joseph of Arimathea. 

In a picture by Jan Steen a high hat 
crowns the head of a Hollandish doctor of 
medicine of the seventeenth century. High

OQ MANY = extraordinary

Boni de Castellane as she is today in her 
adopted country ond mistress of the most 
superb home—or perhaps I would better SAy 
pelace—of modern Europe. 

I had no thought of asking an interview 
with the Countess de Cestellane when ! 
reached Paris. “I assumed that to ask such 
& favor would be to request the impossible, 
and I had no mind to be politely refused 
an audience witb her ladyship. 

My interview came about in an tunusua! 
way. I happened to be lunching with some 
ol4 friends, amone them an American 
woman who belongs now to the Faubourg 
St. Germain. 

This lady asked me if I had seen the 
Countess de Castellane since my arrival 
in Paris, and further said: “She is so 
charming and such an addition to our co- 
clety that I am always delighted to men- 
tion her ae my friend." 

A further conversation revealed to me the 
astonishing news of the little American 
girls transformation—for it can be called 
nothing else—from the cruderess which 
must belong to youth and inexpericnce to 
the exquisite and perfect breeding of the 
patrician Frenchwoman. 

“The Countess de Castellane,”’ said my 
informant, “is today possessed of such 
wonderful grace, charming courtesy and 
amiablility as tO make her conspicuous in 
the most elegant circles of Paris. 

“She speaks most beautfful French with- 
out the slightest American accent. She has 
lost all the crudities and awkwardness 
which it is only fair to say she possessed 
when she came to Paris a bride. Her 
father-in-law and mother-in-law, the Mar- 
quis and Marquise de Castellane, are de- 
voted to her, and we regard her as an 
ornament to our society.”

At Puteau one of the most beautiful coatumes was worn by the Viscomtesse Leon 
de Janze. The dress itself was of pale violet voile over two underskirts of white and 
black mousseline de soie. The lilac voile was trimmed with narrow black velvet ribbon 
at regular distances sewed with black jet and steel beads. 

_ The lace insertion around the skirt was of black Irish lace, and this band of 
insertion was lined with white taffeta. A chiffon boa of immense chous of black and 
white maline with Jorig accordion pleated ends gracefully thrown about the 
shoulders. The lovely young viscomtesse wore a charming hat of black straw orna- 
mented with white poppies, green foliage and’ white ostrich tips. 

Mrs. Cuyler, mother of Lady¥ de Grey, a beautiful and very young looking woman. 
was gowned in a La Rerriere creation. The gown itself was composed of white 
foulard over which immense leaves of black were embroidered. Splendid Irish lace 
was incrusted on the sides of the skirt. ‘The corsage, slightly bouffant, was draped in 
the front with an immense bow of pale green taffeta ribbon with Touis XV nosegays 
in pink, blue and straw color. A Tuscan straw hat ornamented with three black 
ostrich plumes and a pale green umbrella compicted this very distinguished costume. 

A lovely gown worn by the Countess de Fleurieu, and made by Kedfern, was of 
black and rose color. A wonderful effect was obtained by the arrangement of the 
various underskirts. The foundation skirt was of liberty satin of a pale rose color. 
after this a skirt of pink moqusseline dle soie, and last of all a skirt of black tulle with 
immense polka dots. 

The black tulle was tucked and hung straight from the belt to the knee, where the 
line was broken by an ingertion of black lace. This insertion was repeated, as shown 
in the design, the pleated tulle spreading until it reached mest voluminous proportions 
at the lower port of the skirt. 

French women. are wearing lovely summer gowns of foulard. 
especially pretty costunte for summer, and immensely chic, which I greatly admired at 
Puteau. It was a Randwitz creation, and was worn by the Countess de Franque- 
ville. It was made of pale blue and white fouvlard with a tiny moutif in black. The 
form of this gown ‘was more like a princess than anything I have seen. The barfls 
of insertion of black open lace over white taffeta were unbroken from the shoulders 
to the termination of the first skirt. 

The skirt itself was disposed in immense scallops around the three flounces. The 
corsage opened over a guimpe of white chiffon with black velvet bands. The upper 
part of the sleeves was pleated, and there were three very full flounces at the elbow 
falling over a high cuff of the foulard with another flounce at the wrist. 

‘The hat worn with this toilet was of the palest shade of green, what is called a 
mignonette. green, and had no garniture excepting an immense double blow of soft 
white lace with long streamers. The parasol alsu was of mignonette green. By the 
way, cgmbinations of green and blue are the latest caprice of fashion. 

Mrs. Clinch-Smith, the most beautiful woman and by far the most elegant in 
appearance at Puteaux, was gowned in a charming gown made by Doncet. Nothing 
could be more Parisian than this dress of pale green voile, the front entirely composed 
of Irish lace in flounces. The skirt is arranged in pleats from the waist to about the 
knee, and spreads gracefully in the inimitable fashion which only a French coupe 
can give. 

The bodice is in the form of a small bolero, very slightly draped and fastened at 
the throat and bust by three bows of violet-colored velvet. rhe gillet is of plaited lace 
to correspond with the flounces on the skirt, and the sleeves are also trimmed with 
Irish lace, as shown in the illustration. ‘The hat worn with this costume was of yel- 
low straw, covered with foliage and Marguerites. A bow of black velvet ribbon at the 
back feli over the hair. The parasol of violet chiffon, ornamented with white lace 
around the edge, completed this ravishing toilet. 

The beautiful Mrs. George Law was exquisitely gowned in white voile, embroid- 
ered in small black rings. The skirt was made entirely plain at the hips and trimmed 
with incrustations of guipure Jace of white and yellow tones. The effect of this lace 
on the white voile was wonderfully smart. The bodice was simple and chiefly orna-

New Guinea Papuans are a bit mixed in 
racial characteristics through § intermar- 
riage with aliens. The women wear fringed 
girdies and sometimes short petticoats of 
woven grass. Hair dressing is an art, and 
styles vary with individual taste. Flowers 
and feathers of the bird of paradise are 
worn in the head adornment. 

In Wismarck Archipelago, New Britian 
and New Ireland of the Admiralty Islands, 
the women are the slaves of their hus- 
bands, who have the power to ki!l them. 

In the Solomon Tslands the women wear 
nose rings, modest necklaces of shells and 
@ bark skirt on state occasions. 

In the islands no maid may marry until 
she is decorated by the tattooers. The tat- 
tooling is done by a specialist, while vocal- 
ists give a concert to make the hand nim- 
ble. The music sets in the night before 
and the girl is kept awake. At daybreak 
the man begins with a sharp bamboo knife. 
He makes a pattern on the girl's neck and 
chest. She has been trained to endure pain 
silently, and she makes no outcry over the 
torture. Next day she is eligible for matri- 
mony and is under watchful eves. 

In the New Hebrides women have nearly 
Straight hair. In the north group the 
Gaughters of the chiefs and quality feople 
are betrothed in childhood. Brida! clothes 
are not hard to prepare. Ten ~ ‘« would 
Buy them at an American depa: nt store, 

In New Zealand the women «= dying of 
consumption because of too many clothes, 
They do not know hew to wear them A 
Maori woman visiting town pasades the 
streets muffied fo the chin in famnels, furs, 
rugs and wraps and loaded down with 
beads and ornaments. 

There are qgme strange peoples tn Aus- 
tralia. It is mot yet decided to what 
branch of the human family the aboriginal 
Australian belongs. The white man’s in- 
humanity ts wiping it out. The women 
who go so far as to wear clothing at all 
wear an apron of feathers from the emu 
er Australian ostrich. In cold weather the 
Women and men wear the skins of kanga- 
goos worn like a bag. Clothing and mod- 
esty aré dissociated In the native Aus- 
tralian’s eye. 

Malay women are honored and never 
beaten. Sometimes they beat their hus- 
bands.

In Java and in Sumatra the ladies wear 
headdress resembling crowns and strings 
of beads from their ears under their chins.

Silks, highly ornamented, 
are worn, and amulets are worn by maid- 
ens to guard them from evil during the 
period of their maidenhood. Rings are 
very numerous. Even the poorer women 
wear them and necklaces and bracelets. 

A Negrito or aboriginal woman in the 
Philippines must be tattooed to belong to 
the higher caste. Her tatooing is on her 
waist, and takes the place of other wearing 
apparel. It is also often on the face. Bark 
or grass cloth petticoat and beads and 
bracelets complete the costume. Faces are 
painted with white paint. 


A Filipino lady wears, & flowing skirt of 
bright red, green or white, and no ‘corset. 
. Bilamese girls are often loaded down with 
rings and bracelets of silver. All families 
bave these ornaments. All go barefeoted. 


Bright colors are worn. Variegated iurbans 
and striped petticoats are made like a sack, 
opened at both ends and fastened over the 
breast and under the arms. A small jacket 
is worn over this. 

In Annam, on the Indo-Chinese peninsula, 
the women go barefooted. They have lIong, 
widely separated toes, and no woman may 
be more than part of a wife, because polyg- 
amy is universal. 


The Burmese women dress in much the 
same style as the Japanese women, sitting 
on the floor at meals and wearing flowers 
In the hair. Rings are worn abundantly. 

Mongolian brides wéar veils of beads de- 
pending from their crowns’ headdresses, 
Long fingernail protectors are worn on the 
street, 


The women of the hairy Ainu race of 
Japan, like the men, wear large earrings, 
or pieces of red and yellow or black cloth, 
which ddd to thelr picturesquéness. Rough 
drawings adorn the hands and arms of 
these women. Women have long mustach- 
ee tatteced from ear to ear. Whe thay 


walk their red cloth earrings stream to the 
breeze. 

ane women of Ladak, Thibet, have in- 
numerable varieties of deadgear. Ear flaps 
are common. They have cloth of claret 
color, with silver ornaments sewed on the 
buckles In front. 


Women itn the Andaman island beautify 
their bodies wkh red oxide of iron mixed 
in the fat of a turtle or of a pig. They 
look like human Scotch plaids. The cloth- 
ing is scarce and worn principally for or- 
nament, bands and matting being their 
chief components. Widows wear their hus- 
bamd’s skulls as pendants over their 
shoulders. 

The Veddas of Ceylon are ilke the native 
Australians. The women ornament them- 
selves with tecklaces of brass beads and 
bangles cut out of shells. They wear their 
girdles when cloth is scarce. 


bracelets and girdles of twistea cords a:e 
worn. Sometimes false hair is added to 
that which nature provides. The Tamils 
live in the hill country of India. 

Today girls who dwell in the Blue Hills 
of India have a Hebraic cast. They are 
thought to belong to a lost tribe. They tat- 
too portions of their bodies. Their dress is 
a Roman toga, and bracelets. 

Koto women strikingly resemble their 
Tota sisters in dress. They have the Indian 
features. 

Kurumbas girls wear their hair in Psyche 
twists, beads about their necks, wire cir- 
clets on their arms and cloth garments 
about their hips and loins, eat wild roots, 
berries and grain soaked In water and an 
occasional porcupine or polecat. 

Nautch girls vary in dress im India. The 
Kashmir girls wear bead headdresses and 
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The number of strings of beads worn is 
governed by the age of the dancer. The 
dress is in one piece, opening at the side 
like that of the Coringht women, or Madr.3, 
who wear nose ornaments. Bratelets are 
worn, but the feet are bare. Es 

Gillak women of Siberia wear dress«s 
made of the skin of the salmon. A blouse 
fastened in front is the outer garb of both 
sexes. The women wear smal]! meta! discs 
fastened around the bottom of the gar- 
ments. The women of the Golds dress much 
like those of the Gillaks. 

Arab women, not the men, wear mourning 
garb when there is a death in the family. 
Color enters largely into Arabian costumes, 
Heat demands a head and neck protec- 
tion, so a headdress is always worn out of
